But with the introduce- 
tion of writing, which from the beginning 
assumed an ideographic form, and was iu 
cousequence coufined to a very limited class 
of experts, these old fleating ballads by 
degrees went out of use; and even their 
form was forgotten, As a fact the new 
ideographic writing had as little in common 
with the vernacular language as jias the 
tightly compressed press telegram of to-day 
with the ordinary conversational English of 
current use. The natural result of all this 
was that the old rhythmical songs died out 
of popular recollection ; and this process was 
hastened by the introduction uniler T’srx 
Surawanatt, of whathe called bis “ univer- 
sal” script, which was intended to make the 
sperkers of the numerous Jauguages and 
dialects which then prevailed in the land 
matually intelligible, Bat the process had 
other and, we may add, less profitable re- 
sults for China at lurge. It introduced’ a 
seporate class with aims and thoughts 
essentially their own, and opposed to the 
instincts of the people at large, and this class 
hag ever since contrived to mounopolise the 
avenues to influence. We see their be- 
numbing effects even in the chapter with 
which we commenced. The very next para. 

raph shows how marked is thu difference 
“T appoint,” the king is made to 
say, ‘the Grand Teacher, Grand Assistant, 
and Grand Guardian, These to be the 
three Kung, to talk over the ways aud courses 
of the land, aud to amicably ‘separate the 
Yin aud Yang : these need ouly be appointed 
if capuble men are available, [also appoint 
n Junior Teacher, Junior Assistaut and 
Junior Guardian. These to be the three 
Ku, to help the Kung to diffuse the trans- 
forming influences, and revereutly to 
enlighten the ways of Heaven and Earth, 
and assist the Suveteigu.” Practically the 
distinction is much the same as between 
AgrstotLe and the Schovlmen. The com- 
mentators quoted by Leacg, and Leaae him- 
self) fall into a still worse Serboniav bog of 
ineptitude and ignorance.

the theory of its utter unprobbility ; but 
it. ig alinust-a certainty that in assuming the 
effectiveness of control from Peking, the 
native authorities claim too much. If they 
honestly believe that they could check a 
popular movement of the kind, they deceive 
themselves, and the truth is not in them. 
The glariug ineptitude of Peking where 
petty local outbreaks, cven the lnwless- 
ness of smull gaugs of robbers, are 
concerned, hag long been in evidence. 
They forget, or more probably they 
‘deliberately shut their eyes to the fact, that 
tha popular resentment is not directed 
gulely at the foreigner. The feeling animat-

FIGHTING A LOSING BATTLE. 
Siig see tae 
(Daily Press, 5th April.) 

We suggested two or three wecks ago that 
the Health Authorities of Hongkeng, in 
their various efforts to stamp out infectious 
disense, were and had been “ ploughing 
the sand.” This discouraging idea found 
an echo at the meeting of the Sanitary 
Board on Tuesday, when various statements 
were made to show that for its enormous 
expenditure of money in this cunuection 
the Colony is getting very inadequate 
results. First of all, a typical specimen of 
Sanitary Board enterprise was mentioned. 
This body of professional men and enthusi- 
astic amateurs, of doctors who disagree 
and empiries who welcome experiments 
with the empressement due to infallible 
remedies, had become euamcured of a 
patent dustbin. Thoy might reasonably 
have recommended their pet receptacie to 
all and sundry, but they were not satisfied 
to do so; they proposed to alter their bye- 
laws, or by-words, so as to make the pur- 
chase and use of tLe four-dollar dustbin 
compulsory.

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_THE BRITISH FLEETS. 


— 
(Daily Presa, 6th April ) 

The British Admiralty, frightened out of 
its seven senses by the continually increas- 
ing annual expenditure made necessary 
by the efforts of certain of the Continental 
Powers to increase the power of their naval 
forces, has taken the very sensible step of 
separating certain home services from. the 
general Navy Estimates. Why, for instance, 
it argued fairly, should the who‘e of the 
scientific expenses of Greenwich Observn- 
tory, and more markedly still the cost of the 
home Coastguard, be counted in the naval 
expenditure of the Empire? Clearly, 
though Greenwich Observatory was ori- 
ginally started in the entire interest of the 
Navy, it has long since ceased to upply 
titrelf merely to naval matters, and concerns 
‘itself mainly with matters of scientific 
interest, which every nation nowadays, 
iwhether naval or not, considers has a call 
onthe national resources, The Coastguard, 
though occasionally on an emergency it has 
been used by the Navy ‘temporarily as a 
means of supplying deleted crews, has 
otherwise no connection with the Navy, 
and its upkeep as a matter of protection of 
the Customs revenue, and the mere policing 
of the coasts of the Three Kingdoms, has no 
more to do with the Navy than has the 
policing of the city of Birmingham. So 
far for the Navy itself, whose duties ure to 
superintend and protect the enormous sex- 
borne commerce of the British Empire: and 
this-statement at once raises the further 
question: ‘Why, seeing that the Empire 
consists of so many units which, although 
controlled by a strong ceutral power, are 
yet in many. respects, especially financial, 
independent of the central control, should 
no attempt be made to apportion expeuses 
to the relative necessities of each case ? 
More particularly is this the case with 
respect to the great fleet which Great 
Britain is by the necessities of her position 
bound to keep in the Mediterranean Sea. 
In the days of Nerson the Mediterranean 
flect was kept up, it may be said, merely 
in the interest of the home country. 
NapoLEon was threatening with his Coa- 
tinental military vonbinations the very 
existence of the British [sles as an independ- 
ent Power, und the preponderance ia the 
Mediterranean of a British squadron as a 
defence to Great Britain becamea matter 
of nationa! necessity. But not one of the 
British dependencics outside the Four Seas 


were in any respect interested in the’ 


preseuce of the fleét in Mediterraneun or 
other waters, Except as a check ow the pro- 
jected union of France and Russ‘a in an 
overland marcl: on India, the fleet might as 
well beat Barbidoes asin the Mediterranean 
Sea. Australia as a culony was not even 
thought of, the Cape had only just come 


under British sovereignty, and Canada was. 


thought worth only a few frigates to protect 


the town of Halifax ; and in any cae did. 


nat concern herself abuut the Europeau 
stations of the fleet. At the present day, 
of course, all this is changed. Tho 
Mediterranean is the highway of British 
commerce not only with our great depen- 
dency of India, but with a large proportion 
ofithe Pacific, and its influence in merely 
Europeaa politics bus shruok  corres- 
pdndingly, This is well shown in a 
single incident.

The exception here, as in mavy other cases 
really goes far to prove the rule, But in 
the view of the great interests uflthe Empire 
at large itis clear that the Mediterranean! 
fleet, on which now lies the burden of pres 
serving the main communications of: the 
Empire at large, though it has diminished 
in importance when: viewed merely from the 
Four Scas, hv now an importance as 
affecting the Empire which it nevee before 
possessed. Iu the same light we must, 
view the China fleet, though to a certain 
extent thut name is a misnonier, as iv has, 
according to present arrangements, to over- 
see the whole of the North Pacific. 
Seventy yeurs ayo the ships flving the British 
flay in the Pacific were coundued tva few 
East India-men and a still smaller number 
ot what were called “ country ships’ owned . 
by natives of Ludia, and their voyages never 
went beyond the port of Canton. Nowa- 
days our port of Hongkong boasts that in 
the number of vessels entering and clearing 
it is the first in the world. Now the larger 
number of these ships sail under the British 
flag, but even those fiving the British flag 
ure not all owned within the Four Seas, 
antl outside even this a not inconsiderable 
number carry the flag dfferenced fur 
one or other of the great colonies. The trade 

of the modern Piivific is in effect the trade 

of the Empire, even more distinctly than 
it is the trade of the Three Kingdoms. 
Even in. that lurge port:on that has its 
headquarters in the British Isles the British 
resident on the Pacific const engaged in 
bui:ding up the British Empire in .these 
distsnt regions has his share of the proceeds, 
while a by no means izconsiderable portion 
of the trade ig between the British, Colonies 
theniselves, and never sees the British Isles.

A QUESTION OF TIME. 

Mr. J. Loureiro wrote askiog the Board to 
reconsider the question of compelliag the owner 
of Nos. 229, 231 and 233, Wiog Lok Street to go 
fo the expense of having this work done over 
again so soon. He pointed out that the ground 
surface of these houses was concreted and the 
drainage system altered some six years ago at 
the request of the Sanitary Board. ‘'he work was 
then carried out under the supervision of a 
certified architect and duly passed by the 
Sinitary Surveyor. 

The Assistant Sanitary Surveyor reported 
that the concrefe over the ground surface of 
these houses was not of good quality, and 
recommended that the notices be enforced. 

The M.OH. minuted—The Ordinance 
provid-s for the re-cementing of floors which 
have perished. From a rat prevention point of 
view I think the work had better he done. 

Mr. H. Huspnreeys said he could understand 
that portions of the flooring might require to 
be re-lail after six years, but the drainege 
should be good for 50 years if proparly done. 

Mr. Hewett did not think a case for 
exemption ha’? been made out. The work was 
apparently over ten yaars old and the standard 
at that timo was far different to what is now 
required. 

Mr. Lav Cxu-pak said this was another 
hardship on property owners. His former 
suggestion that a limit of time should be laid 
down withia which houses having already been 
cuoncretad need not bs re-concreted, would avoid 
hardship of this kind. 

The appli-ation was refused. 

A QUESTION OF URGENCY. 

Mr. Hewerrt said there was o question which 
he would like to have discussed. He wanted to 
know whether he should move the suspension 
of the standing orders and ask the question 
before the business wis proceeded with, or 
should he wait till the end of the agenda. He 
had had no time to give uotice. 

The CHAIRMAN replied that he could move 
the suspension of the standing orders.

Mr. Lav Cuu-pak—Almost all the measures 
recommended herein have b3en experimented 
here with apparently no bevefiziul result.

Lagreywith Mr. Humphreys that the 
periodical limewashing as is dons now is a mere 
farce.

Mr. Fuxa .Wa-cuun—Limewashing has 
never been considered as a plague preventative,

Mr. dompHeeys—Anongst the menaures 
recommended by the Government of India for 
the prevention of ‘pligu>, the one to. which 
mst importance is now assigned-is the destrugs 
tion of rats There cin, I think, be vory little. 
doubt that such vermin are active agents in 
spreading plague. I have had proof of it amongst 
members of wy own staff.

a PLAGUE STATISTICS. 
Mr. HuMpuHrReys io wu minufe said—There 


‘ mortality statistics undoubtedly afford sufficieny 


information so far as smallpox, typhoid and 


, ‘biinor diseases aro concerned, because the nature, 


source and treatment of such are {o a great 
extent well-known, but it seems to me something 
more is required to rendor plague statistios of 
avy real value. ‘he medical faculty and the 
Sanitary Board know very little about 
this scourge. Heroic measures huve been 
adopted which have involved the community 
‘in a huge annual expenditure. We have 
harassed the European and the native, the rich 
and the poor, the clean and the unclean, with 
the result that in three years we know we have 
spent immense sums in sanitation; that we 
Lave increased the cost of nearly everything 
to such an extent that living is almost out of 
the question for the poorly paid European. It 
is computed that 50,00 of the poorer bat 
respectable Chinese have left the Colony, and 
as a large percentage of these are women 
therv is every indication to support the popular 
belief that increased rents, coupled with depriva- 
tion .of privacy (the inevitable outcome of a 
rigid enforcement of the Public Health 
Ordinance No. 1 of 1903) have been the 
principal if not the only factor in this exodus. 
User and above all this we have strucx 
a blow at property (which after all is the founda- 
tion of all real prosperity) from which it will 
take some time to recover. Yot our plague 
‘statistics do not afford us any clue as to whether 
all this expenditure and sacrifice on the part of 
the community have been in vain. Not until 
_ the death rate per 1,00 is less, perceptibly less, 
than that of Canton shall we be able to say “ It 
is well.” I realise that a comparative statement 
showing the figures of Hongkong and Canton 
side by side would be difficult to get, and that 
when obtained might only be approximately 
correct, but even this would be worth much 
money to procure—worth all the money and 
more than is now wasted on smearing walls with 
innocucus limewash. Our present fizures are 
mere records of passing interest, not as they 
should and might be, records fraught with 
possibilities of almost incalculable benefit to the 
Colony and humanity. 
Mr. Lav CHu-Pak’s miaule read :—The 
result of the many drastic measures -resorted 


- to as experiments of theories for the improve- 


ment of the health and consequently the 
reduction of the mortality of the Colony as 
referred to in Mr. Humphreys’ minute would 
be interestirg for the public to know, especially 
at this juncture when both property 
holders and houssholders are groaning 
under the hardship and suffering inflicted by a 
severer act of recent creation.. Personally I 
still doubt if the good accruing therefrom com- 
'‘mensurates with the enormous amount of money 
expended by the Government every year and dis- 
‘comfort forced upon the inhabitants. That50,0.0 
of the Chinese have left the Colony is what was 
_ anticipated. More, Iam afraid, will follow snit 
when Ordinauce No. 1 of 190% is enforced in 
i(s entirety. It is not that they like to send 
their wives and children away, -but they are 
practically compelled to do sq.by that enactment. 
As I said before, I would now repeit: Very few 
Chinese can afford to hire a whole floor for

share a big floor together as they used to, for not 
more than oae onbicle is allowed on each floor. 
In short, even the members of the same family 
cannot enjoy the little privacy they had before, 
Th> percantage of the wage-airningChinese who 
make §10) a month is very low. Formerly a man 
of this olass could support a family of ten com- 
fortably without pinching, .and was considered 
to be very well off. He cannot do +o now as 
the rent alone absorbs a quarter or more 
Those who ara earning 
from $20 to $30 per month ar) in a very 
sad plight. They simply find it impossible 
to keep their wives and children with them 
without dodging the law. In the case of the 
property owners they are almost avery day 
receiving a notice to do this or alter that, thus 
putliog them {to endless trouble and Joss. I 
quite sympathise with them and do not at all 
feel surprised that many refrain from investing 
their money in property. ‘With regard to the 
-procuration of statistics from Canton, I am of 
‘opinion some arrangement cin be made with 
the Chinese Government for furnishing tha 
Hongkong Government with fairly correct 
information. It is true that the Chinese 
officials keep no record of deaths, nor is the 
nature of the diseases reported to them, but 
there are 80 many hospitals which do, and also 
the Ksifoug comm ttees who always know more 
or legs of any death-occurring io their particular 
ward. The coffin shops, tco, can always tell 
between themselves the number of d:aths taking 
place every day. Iam sure, with the help of 
these people the Chinese Government will be 
able to supply) the information as des red. If, 
however, the expert advisers of the !Sanitary 
Boird do not care to have such information 
from Canton, why not approach the Macao 
Government? Sinca the outbreak of plague, 
sanitary measures, though in a much mora 
lenient form, have been enforced ia that colony, 
and there are qualified officers in charge of the 
work, 

Mr. Funa WA-cHUN—No doubt it is desir- 
able to know what result has been attained after 
80 many experiments. I thiok comp:rative 
details should be obtained from neighbouring 
ports os far as practical. I know as a fact a 
lot of havdsh‘p is b:ing caused by drastic 
mensures, 

Mr. HUMPHREYS siid the Board were some- 
what in the position of a merchant carrying on 
a large business withont proper books of 
acconut. They knew they were spending large 
sums of public money and causing a great 
deal of inconvenience to almost everybody to 
the Colony, but they did-not know whether 
they were doing any good with regard iu 
plagie. ‘hey had had three years’ experience 
of the Health Ordinance of 1903, aud the time 
had now arrived when the period of experiment 
should cease and some endeavour made to find 
whether they were doing any good or not. 
The other day the Hon. Mr. Gershom Stewart, in 


criticising the Sanitary Board estimates. 
wauted to know whether they were 
going to continue on a war footing in 


time of peace. While realising tke difficulty 
of getting the desired information, the speaker 
did not think any attempt had baen mad; to 
obtain it. Report had it that when there was 
plague in Canton, Swatow and other places, 
we had plague ia Hongkong, and when 
there was no plague in those plices we 
had none in Hongkong. It would be satis- 
factory to know whether report was (rue or 
not, and he would move that the Government 
be asked fo take steps to ascertain the rate of 
mortality per 1,009 of the population ia Canton 


and Macao with a view to this Board issuing - 


cotnparative returns. 

The PRESIDENT thought it would be batter 
not to limit it to plague, but to ask for the 
general death rate. : 

Mr, HumMpPuRErs accepted this alteration. 

Mr. Lav CuHu-Pak seconded. He said the 
public were entitled to know the results of ‘heir 
sacrifices. 

The PRestpEeNT referred to the difficulties 
in the way of getting reliable retarns. It was 
not only a question of getting to kuuw the 
nomber of deaths, but the extent of the 
population.

Mr. HumpuHreys then stited his opinion\that 
lime-washing oncs a year was all that \was 
neoassary for purposes of cleanline:s, and he 
moved that “the Board recommend the Govden- 
ment to alter the bye-laws relating to lime- 
washing,8> ag to make lime-washidg compulsory 
once in twelve months in lieu of six months.” 

Mr. Func Wa-cnHun seconded. tas 

The Presipent said he was opposed to tt 
resolution, because experience had shown tha 
the houses became very dirty at the end of six\ 
months. “oe 7 

Mr. HuMPHREYS remarked that that was 
largely «us to the unsatisfactory wy in which 
the lime-washing was done. In many 
cases it was an absolute farce. Hz» thought it 
would bo better if the Government did the 
work and charged the landlords. 

.:Dr. PEARSt# doubted if they would -improve 
matters by lime-washing onca in twelve months 
jastead of once in six. He did not consider 
twice a year too much. i 

Mr. Hooper said that what they wanted was 
cleanliness. They should not insist on every 
Chinese house b-ing lime-washed, but allow a 
differentiation where the tenants kept their 
honses clear. He called attention to the filthy 
condition of the roof of the Central Market. 
“That,” he said, “is our house, What will the 
Chinese think of us? It is dirtier than ony 
coolio house,” ; 

Mr. HumPuHReyS said that lime-washing well 
done once a year would be better than ten times 
done badly. He thought lavdlords would be 
willing that ths Government should do the 
work and charge them. 

Mr. Hewetr agreed with the President. 
Lime-wasbing ensurad cleanliuess. 

‘The PResrpENT having pointed ont that the 
Board would amend their own bye-laws, the 
motion was ultered accordingly. ; 

On baing put to the rote, threa supported it 
and three were against it, ‘The President gave 
his casting vote against the resolution. 


THE NEW P. AND O. STEAMER. 


, The Devanha, the last of the four new vessels ~ 
built specially for the Far Eustern service by 
the P. and O. Compiny; arrived -hore on 
April 5th with the English mail. This, her 
maiden voyage, has been eminently successful. 
With her accommodation almost: taxed to its 
uttermost, the vessel behaved splendidly, and 
the passengers sing her praises with unanimity. 
From. the description which: we gave this 
week it will be understood that the Devanha - 
is of the same typo as the other now 
vessels, b-ing distinguished for her wide sweep 
of decks, up-to-date vonveniences aud every 
comfort which can be expected on board. She 
has perhaps a few improvemonts not found on- 
the others. She steams very steadily and those 
on beard say they were hardly conscious of her 
moving. From Colombo onwards great heat 
was experienced, greater than usual, up till 
Wednesday, when the weather became decidedly 
cooler. ‘bere were a out 180 passengers on 
board. : 

Itis rather remarkable that there are four P. 
and O.%steamers in port at presont—two at the 
wharves and the two mails in the stream, while 
the Ceylon should be bere to-day. 


The 8.8, Mongotia lost a day between Hong- 
kong and Shanghai owing to the dense fogs 
which prevailed. On the second day out from 
Hongkong the vessal ran down 8 Chinese fishing 
smack in the obacurity of the fog, and it was 
feared that some of the erew of the junk 
perished, although it was not known to a 
certainty.

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ALICE MEMORIAL HOSPITAL. 


ANNCAL MEETING OF FINANCE C MMITTEB. 


The ancual meeting of the Finance Committee 
of the Alice Memorial and Ne‘hersole Hospitals 
‘was held in the Alice Memorial- Hospital yes- 
terday aflerncon. Hon. Mr. A. W. Brewin 
presided, and there were also present—Dr. I. E. 
Mitchell tsecretary}), Hon. Dr. Ho Kai, Revs. 
T. W. Pearca and H. R. Welle, Mrssrs. UG. 
Murray Bain, D. Clark, S. W. Tso, Lau 
Chu-pak, Choi Lap-chee, Fung Wa-chua, U. 
Hoi-chow and others. . 

The notice conveviag the meeting having 
been read, the minutes of the previous meeting 
were confirned. | 

The CHAIRMAN announced that they had 
approached the executors of the late Mr. 

~ Granville Sharp's estate with aview to getting 
assistance, but were iuformed by them that 
they had no power to assist in any way. They 
then .addressed a le'ter to the registrar 
of the Supreme Court and he promised 
‘to consider the scheme to see whether 
any available balance could be given to assist 
the hospital, but he was not iu a position at that 
time to say whether any balance was available. 

Mr. Mircue tt presented his report as 
Superintendent, which was laid on the table. 

he Rev. H. R. Weuws, hoo. treasurer, in 
submitting bis report, saul that members. would 

, 8ee from the accounts that despite the fact of 
their having reécived over $10,000 in donations 
‘last year they were still behind owing to 
expenses: continually growing. This year 


‘they would have: to meet’ furthor expense, 


the expense cf collecting. From _ this 
time ou it was intended to have some- 
‘one fo go reund and collect subscriptions 

> Which were formerly collected vy members of 
the finance committee. Unfortunately the divid- 
ends on their shares had dropped very largely 
during (he yéar, and it seemed that they would 
‘drop still further this year: therefore they 
would have to redouble their efforts. On Land 
Investment shares they get $1.852,50 last year, 
but they should probably receive several hund- 
dred less this year. He trusted members 
would endeavour to increase the amount of their 
subscriptions, 


,. .Mr. Baty had great pleasure in moving the 
-“adoptionzof the treasurer's report. 


It was not 
so bright as it might have been. but other 
reports showed in the same light. He thought 
the least they could.do was to thank the trea- 
surer for hig work They should also thank the 
Chairman and auditcra, ; 

Mr. Tso, in seconding the motion, said he 
thought tho guarantee fund should be included 
in the report. 

The CHAIRMAN said the secretary would see 
that the list of guirantors, and the amount 
they subscribed, was inserted in next year's 


* report, and the motion was carried. 


Rev. Mr. Pearce moved that the Hon. Mr. 
Brewin be re appointe chairman. They could 
not find a better chairman, neither could they 
find one as geod. 

ev. Mr. WELLS secondad the motion. Mr. 
Brewin had done a great deal to help in raising 
money, as the members of committee knew. 

The motion was agreed to unanimously. 

Mr. BREWIN, in returning thanks, said he 
wou.d have much pleasure in serving for another. 
year, Hetbought his dufies were the lenst 
onerous of any gentleman connected with the 
hospital, and he could only assure the treasurer 
that he would give him every assistance possible 
in keeping the finances of the hospital in a 
satisfactory condition (applause). During the 
year some additions had been made to the 
personnel of the finance commiltee, and he 
moved that the appointment of Messrs. Choi 
Lap-chee, Ho Kom-tong, Li Yau-chiin, Pun 
Yau-tsun, U Hoi-chau and Wong Fa-nung to 
that body be confirmed. 

Mr. Func Wa-cHUN seconded. 

Dr. Ho Kat asked that the chairman of the 
Tungwa Hospital be also appointed a member. 

This was-acrced to, aud the motion was carricd. 

Dr. Ho Kat said as the now hospital, the 
Ho Mui Kwai, was. now completed, he hoped 
arrangements won:d be made ‘by ‘the proper 
authorities-for it being opened in the very near 
future. It was unnecessary that he should go 
into the history of the movement, but he would 
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inform the committee that the buildiog of that. 
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hospital was commenced through their finding 
that the Alice Memorial Hospital, while most 
admirably suited for out-patient work, was unfit 
for the more serious cases, especially surgical 
cases. There was another matter they had to 
consider, and that was that some patients 
required small wards for themselves. In the 
new hospital six private wards were partitioned 
off, so they wonld be ready to receive pitients 
who had to teisolated. Besides, a large number 
of Chinesa in indigent circumstances, while 
unable to go to the Civil Hospital and pay a 
higher fee, would no doubt be very glad to usa 
these wards, and on recovering might givea 
subscription according to their means. In 
accordance with a former practice he would 
formally move that this new hospital be affiliated 
with the Alice Memorial and Nethersole 
Hospitals, and be placed under exactly the same 
management and coutrol, : 

Mr. ‘so seconded the motion. 

Rev. Mr. P&ARCE said he trusted the meeting 
would regard the resolation as fitting. It did 
not reyuire many words of commendation. He 
regarded this hospital as one of the best gifts 
that had fallen to the Colony. 

The motion was carried. 

The CHAIRMAN remarked that the Rav. Mr 
Wells had referred to the subject of the future 
collection of the annual donations, As that 
rentleman remarked, up till now, as far as 
Chinese subszriptions were conceroed, they had 
always beon dependent on one of the memb>rs 
of the finance committee doing the collec.ing. 
They wera very grateful to gentlemen who 


had devoted so much time to this work, 
but they felt now the hospital was 
estublished that they were not justified 


in calling upon these very busy gentle- 
men to give so much of their time towards 
collecting subscriptions. He thought they 
might well spare the money to pay a collector. 
The collection of subscriptions from Europeans 
was also carried on in a rather haphazard way ; 
they Lad to taka ona of the boys from his work 
in the hospital and send him round to collect. 
He proposed a small- committee ‘should be 
appointed to consider how subscriptions should 
be collected in the futuro and to recommend to 
the treasurer some man todo the work. ‘The 
committee he suggested would be Dr. Ho Kai, 
Mr. Wood, Rev. Mr. Welle, Chau Sui-Ki, Lau 
Chu-pak, Pun Yau-tsun and the speaker. 

Mr. Func Wa-cHUN seconded, and the 
motion was carried. 

Dr. Ho Kat said he felt it his duty to bring 
before the meeting a proposal made by a 


certain gentleman to give the hospital a 
subscription. The Government was very 
anxions to get an institu'ion of the samo 
kind as the Alice Memorial WHospital at 


Kowloon for the dispensiug of medicine aud for 
out-patients, and for that purposs had reserved 
a plot of land. He was not acquainted with tha 
ground reserved, but was assured by Dr. Clark 
that it was an admirable place, quite suitable 
for a hospital. It so happened that while 
he was considering whether they could not 
extend their work over there, and while he was 
devising means for the er. ction of such an ins- 
titution,a gentleman from New Zealand entered 
his office, and after speaking for a time of 
charity said he would help to found nan 
institution for the blind. The speaker told him 
he thought prevention was better than cure, and 
if they extended the hospital over there they 
would prevent a great number of boys and girls 
becoming blind, and thus render unnecessary the 
expendiug of his munifizent gift in founding 
an orphanage for the blind. The gentleman saw 
the force of the doctor's argument, and promised 
to subscribe $5,000 towards exteuding the Alice 
Memorial Hospital to Kowloon, and iu the 
near future to add to his mugnificent gift. 
Under the circumstances Le thought he would 
bring the matter before the -ommittee. He 
was aware some gentlemen held another view of 
the subject, and hoped if they had any reisons 
for opposing the scheme they woald give them. 
He had seen several (Chinese gentlemen in 
connection with the matter. Some of them 
were present and would say whether it was 
feasible that they should extend their operations 
to Kowloon. Before be came to the meetiog a 
Chinese gentleman on the finance committee, who 
was unable to attend, kindly handed him $50 
towards the hospital. ‘lhe same gentleman 
spoke favourably of the scheme and promised a 


oe 


$1,000 subscription, therefore so far as he 
could understand there would not be a lack of 
sympathisers of the committee, and the authority: 
representing the London Mission would 
take this work in hand, It was a work they 
should have begun long before, but had been. 
kept back by! their needs on this side of the 
water, Very soon Kowloon would be teeming 
with a population far surpassing .that of 
Hoogkong. ‘The railway would soon be started, 
and the indnstries which would follow its 
completion would attract a large labouring 
population \who would require a free 
and charitable \hospital to take care of them 
and: teach them\ sanitary science, which the 
Government and every man in the room was 
anxious the Chinese, should learn. A sub- 


committea might be appointed to get further 


subscriptions for a now hospital at Yaumati. 
The Tungwa Hospital, he understood, would 
like also to extend their work over there, and 
he believed ths inhabitants of Kowloon had 


sent “a communication asking for such 
help. They had always worked hand 
in hand with the Tungwa Hospital, 


and Dr. Mitchell and others could bear him ont 
that they received a large number -of cases 
from the Tnngwa and did the best they could 
with them. On the other hand, if they had 
any cases which required to be sant to the 
Tuogwa, they did not hesitate to send them 
there, 

“Mr. Funa Wa-cHun anid if he was not - 
mistaken he thonght H.E. the Governor was 
desirous of having a hospital of the kind 
mentioned at Yaumati. The building of an 
institution of this kind would at least cost from 
$30,009 to $101,000, and this amount. would 
have to come from the Chinese. He was not 
against the scheme, but he thought it rather 
premature. 

The CHAIRMAN said it must be very gratify. 
ing to ollinteregted in the extension of hospitals 
in Hongkong: to see such an instance of private 
munificence in assisting in’ the building of a 
hospital at Yaumati. De. Ho Kai mentioned 
that the Government had been anxious for 
sone time to start a hospital on th» other side, 
and explained that they had already reserved 
a site in a central position on which 
a hospital was to be built. IF think, 
as Mr. Fung Wa-cbhuu said, it would be 
premature for the Alice Memorial Hospitsl 
to take this matter in hand without consulting 
more wide'y the Chinese, t) whom we have. to 
look for subscriptions. The finance committes 
shonld approach the Tungwa Hospital and sea 
whether any scheme could be arranged which 
would moct with the general support of the 
Chinese community. At present the Tungwa 
Hospital cost about $6,000. a year ta 
maintain, so they could not embark on 
a ventuca of- this kind without assuring © 
themselves - that they would meet with - 
general support, © a 

‘Dr. Ho KAt Said hd should like to hear froin 
the Rev. Mr. Pearce, asrepresenting the London’ 
Mission, -his-view of the subject. |, Ta re 
_ Rev. Mr. Pearca said that with ragatd to ~ 
the extension of philanthropic work the London ~~ 
Mission Society would do what it could: to take. 
advantage of every opportunity for enlargemont. 
The Mission would be delighted to strengthen 
any bond of sympithy with the Tungwa, and 
would do everything it could do to work with 
that hospital. He was not spaaking officially, - 
but could assure thosa prasent that the Mission 
would do everything in its power to extand the 
work, at'the same tims, of course, keeping to its 
own proper lines. . ; 

Dr. Ho Kat moved that a sub-committee be 
aupointed, consisting of all the Chines» members 
of the fioance committee, the Hon. Mr, 
Brewin, Rev. Mr. Wells. Mr. Wood and himself, 
to confer with the Tungwa Hospital committee 
with a view to taking joint action in the 
matter, or arranging a way io which they 
should ba able to promote a hospital at Kowloon, 
by which bota might be able to carry ont the 
important work of healing the sick. 

Mr. Bain thought the first’ duty of the 
committea was to acoapt the site which it was 
proposed to give them at Kowloon. Then the 
should accept tha money and negotiate with 
the Tungwa Hospital. 

Dr. Ho:Kat said they could not accept the 
money first, as it was promised in con:ideration 
of their extending to Kowloon, 
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Mr. ‘BAIN eaid they were not discussing +a 
hospital to cost .§100 000, but a dispensary on a 
small scale might bs managed. 

Mr. Fune Wa-Cnon thought it was a 
splendid idea, as Mr. Bain suggested, to accept 
the money. © ? 

Tho CHAIRMAN did not see how they could 
possibly accept the gift unless they were in 
favour of startinc the hospital, and he did not 
sea that they could start without first inquiring 
into ways and means. 

Mr. Lau CHu-Psk said the members of tho 
sub-committas proposed were also members of 
the committea of the Tungwa Hospital. A 
man could not s:rvo two masters, 

Dr. Ho Kar-There is but one master they 
serve; that is charity. 

Mr. Batn—It seems to me that it is the duty 
of the finance committee as now assembled to 
accept or reject this offer. 

Mr. Fone Wa-cHun—I don't see that there 
ig any harm in accepting it. 

Mr. Lav Cuou-pak—By accepting it this 
institution is bound to erect another hospital 
on similar lines on the other side of the harbour. 
I don't think we shculd accept until we find 
the means. ~ 

Mr. Cuav Sui-x1— How much would a new 
hospital cost ? ; 

The CHAtRMAN—About 840,000. It is pro- 
posed to build a hospital for 45 beds. 

r. Lav Cuu-pak—The scheme is rather a 
big one, and I agree with the Chairma2 that a 
committee should be appointed to consider 
whether we accept the offer. 

Mr. BAN proposed as an stuendment the 
acceptance of the offer mide. to Dr. Ho 
Kai and that the mater of arranging 
how things are to be settled between the 
parties be referred tu the sub-committee.

The report and balance sheet were as follows : 
—Thronghout the year the number of cases 
treated has been well maintained. In the Alice 
Memorial and Nethersole Hospitals the number 
of out-patients has been greater, while the 
in-patients have been somewhat fewer than 
daring the previous year. The Alice Memorial 
Maternity Hospital is slowly but surely makiog 
progress in gaining the confidence of the 
Chinese, who are naturally cautious.iu adopting 
methods- of treatment that, to them, are new. 
The work of the general. hospitals has been 
known and appreciated by the Chinese for 
nearly twenty years, while the Maternity 
Hospital has been established only as many 
months. As the latter becomes more widely 
known there is no doubt that it will be 
accorded the same confidence that is at present 


even during a tedious and painful illness. 
Tuese. patients, by personal testimony and by 
loaning to other patients books which they 
themselves have found helpful, have sought to 
bring into the lives of their fellow-suif+rera the 
jey which is found only in the Christian faith. 
Of the deaths which have occurred in the 
Hospitals during the yeir, many of the 
patients were in a moribund or a hopeless 
condition when received into the wards. In 
most cases the old story of seeking ‘he foreign 
doctor when every other resource had been 
tried and failed. In the out-patient department 
the clinique at the Alice Memorial Hospital 
continues to lead. by a very large margin in the 
number of cases treated. This is explained by 
the fact that at this Hospital the cliniques are 
held daily, except Sunday; that both sexes ars 
treated at each clinique; and that owing {o 
its central location the Hospital is admirably 
situated for the convenience of oat-patients. 
‘Ihe cliniques at the Nethersole Hospital and at 
Yaumati Dispensary have been well attended. 

The total number of out-patisnts treated at 
these places waa as follows :—Individual cases, 
15,071, total visits of out-patients 27,806, 
including 6,112 surgical dressings. Owing to 
the large number of cases the expense of work- 
ing the out-patient department is considerable. 
On reference to the balance sheet it will ba 
seen that we end the year with an adverse 
balance of nearly three hundred dollars more 
than last year, or $1,247.75 in all. This is more 
than accounted for by the smaller dividends re- 
ceived on invested funds. In 1904 on account of 
the earlier closing of accounts only half a year's 
dividends appear in the accounts. The amount 
received from investments io previous years 
has been $2,865. This year the income from 
these sources has been $2,202.59, a reduction of 
over $600. These investments do not promise 
any better for 19(6, aud wo must therefore 
appéal even more strongly to our friends and to 
all who are interested in medical work for the 
poor to increase thoir efforts on behalf of our 
hospitals, either by increasing their subscription 
or by calling the attention of friends to the needs 
of this work. Several patients have given 
liberal subscriptions this year, and a number of 
friends have increased the amount of their dona- 
tions, and to them we would give special thanks. 
This year the donations have for the first time, 
exceeded $10,000, which is a matter for con-

Af. the end of the speech the other partners 
expressed their agreement with Wong Ka- 
cheung’s proposal, and the oreditors said they 
would fall in with the proposed arrangements, 
relying on Wong Ka-cheung, whom they 
regarded as tho substantial person. Finally.- 
they all signed the agreement in its modified 
form. About two months after that meeting a 
petition ia bankruptcy was fi'ed by a creditor, 
and Wong Ka-cheung'’s property in Chioa 
was a(tached.

Mr. Sharp—I shall prov» that Wong Ka- 
cheung has made affidavils in this Court, one 
as recently as July, 1904—six years after he 
alleges he retired from the bank—stating that 
he was the managing partner of the Lai Hing 
Bank.

public affairs. This will not oply be beneficial 
to the Kwangtung Province, bat also to the 
three provinces that are interested in it, I will 
immediately memorialize to the Throne that 
the construction and control of the railway 
has been handed over to the merchants, and will 
also forward a dispatch to the Board of 
Commercs requesting them to put same on 
record. As this is a huge undertaking, and , 
there are many important affairs that have to 
be put through daily, you ought to appoint a 


Chief Director. I request the nine large 
charitable institutions and the 72 guilds to 
temporarily take over the concern from the 
Government. Hereafter the local authorities 
will afford protection to the merchan‘s and the 
railway, bat will not interfers with its fiuaao«s 
or its emp'oyees. Shonld anybody int-rfere with 
tha railway the people are requested to send 
petitions fo the local authorities, who will gire 


their attention to the matter and will cause i

KWANGTUNG'S GOOD EXAMPLE, 

The gentry and merchants of the Chekiang 
Province hava sent a petition some time ago to 
the Peking Board of Commerce requesting 
them to memorializ3 the Throne to graut them 
the privilege of constructing and controlling 
the railways ir their province. An Imperial 
edict was issued granting th m theie applica- 
tion, aud a large company has now been tormed 
to promote industrial enterprises. Canvassers 
for shares hare been vent everywhere, and the 
company has advised Viceroy Shum that 
Expectant Taotai Li Chit-tsun has been 
appointed as agent of the company in Canton. 

UNOFFICIAL METHODS. 

Tha German Consul here bas sent a despatch 
to Viceroy Shum: stating that on the 2uth day 
of the 2nd moon he read a notice in the Yeung 
Shi Po alleging that a Protestant missionary, 
a German snbject named Kwok Yu-kin, had 
sent p'ans of ground reclaimed in front of his 
charch which did not correspond in area to the 
actual ground reclaimed to the Naw-hoi 
magistrate for registration as church propert'y. 
The Consul states that he knew nothing about 
the matter until be read the above news in the 
newspaper and requests the Viceroy {to inform 
his subordibates that he has instructed tho 
German missionaries not to deal direct with 
the officials in future, and that should any 
communication be sent hereafter direct to the 
authorities to take nb notica of them aud to 
return them to the sender. Vicoroy Shun has 
consequently given instructions to ail the 
officiats that no letters addressed to them direct 
should be received in future, so as to avuil 
complications. 

[We understand that such documents, when 
forwarded through the proper consulir channels, 
often do not return from the Chiuese fer six 
months or more. When the applicant seuds a 
Chinaman direct, and fays a “syueezs,” they 
are stamped and registered instanter.—Ed. |

ARMED ROBBERY AT SHANGHAL 


A serinus armed. affeay took place in Li - 
Hongkew iu the early hours of March 28th. It 
appears that while Native P. C. 236 was on 
patrol duty in the vicinity of Haubury Road he 
saw acrowd of about thir!y natives endeavour- 
ing to break down a shop door with a large stone. 
Thiuking there was a fire ip progress ho went 
up to sea what was the matter, Lut his presence 
wags not welcome, as one of the crowd turned 
round and struck Limon the shoulder. As he 
was outnumbered and incapable of doing 
anything, the constahle endeavoured to beat a 
retreat, but he was follawed up by two ruffisng, 
who, as he thought, struck him with a stone. 
When he succeeded in escsping to an alleyway 
he attempted to blow his whistle, but could not 
dose, Live beckoned to a ricsha coolie who cama 
up and biew it for him Another native 
peliceraan {hen appeared oa the sc-ne and with 
his assistance th+ injured man was putintoa 
ricshaand brought to the policestation, Thanca 
he waa sent to St. Luke's Hospital, where he 
was fouud to be suff-rin from four stabs on the 
ches(, arm, aud shoul‘er. ‘he mest serious 
wound was that in the chest, the weapon having 
penetrated fo tha lung. Aithongh the wound 
is a very serious ove, it is hoped that after a 
few weeks’ treatment in hospital the man will 
recover, 

Meanwhile the armed ruffians had succeeded 
in demolishing the door of the rice shop, and 
ofterdriving outthe inmates,all of whom escaped 
withont very serious injury, they made off with 
all the money found on the premises, which 
amounted only to a few thousaud cash. 

Armed robleries have been so frequent of late, 
atd the police hava been so unsuccessful io 
capturing the culprita, that it seems as though 
some mere dcastic measures were necessary. 
Vhe Council might consider whether, after o 
certain hour, natives should not hava to produce - 
night passes, or else tha polics should be given 
authority to arrest auy gings of mén who may | 
be found acting in a suspiciou; manuor in the 
ceeougl fares of (he Settlements. —.\.-C. Daily 
Nees. 


CHINESE IRON ORE. 

Phe following appeared in the Hankow Daily 
Nees of Mareh 23rd :— 

Itis not generally known outside of Hankow 
that there is a very large export of iron ore 
from Shu Wei Yao to Japan. This port is 
situated on the Yaagtszy about eighty miles 
down the river from Hankow. The quantity © 
sent away last year amounted to over ninety 
thousand toos. ‘I'he mine itself is about twenty 
miles from the river and coanected with it by a 
well constructed railway. Tho ore is exceed- 
ingly rieh and pans out sixty to sixty-five per 
cent. of iron of the very best quality. 
From reiisble informatiou which we - have 
receiyed thera ars millions of tons of 
this “tich iron ore ia sigut, in addition 
to large quantities of lime stone. Tha mine - 
is worked by the Hupeh Governmant 
under Europeia supervision. We undetgtaud 
that the arrangement to sell this ote to the 
Japanese was made between the {wo Govern- 
ments but we wonder why China, having such 
large supplies of mineral in the country does 
not exert h-rself and erect iron foundries nearer 
to the producing ground than the Hanyang 
From our Peking letter 
raceited which reached us with to-day's last 
delivery we have informaton which we hops 
will turn out correct—that the Viceroy Chang 
Chi-tung bas at last come forward with tangible 
proposals for miniug laws, which should give a

is, however, notorious that the embankments | 


nrar Yenbai were flooded last summer and will 
have to be raised, and tlat the track in some 
places was altogether washed away by the river. 
People say that erery chid on the spot knows 
how high the river rises during flood. 

By far the most diffisult part of the railway 
is from Laokai to Mangtze, where the route 
‘chosen is the valley of the Namti, a tributery 
of the Red River All the appoaches to 
Yiinnan are unhealthy, but the Namti is perhaps 
the most unwholesome placa in Yiinnan. ‘I'he 
work is in the hands of an Italian company. 
The rate paid for coolies during my stay in 


. Laokai was one dollar a day, and even theu it 


was impossible to get anything like the adequate 
number. Five thousand covlies came down from 
‘ientsin and it is estimated that 3.0U: died. 
Most of the rest deserted. Over thirty Euro- 
peans wero said to have died. It is extremely 
doubtful whether this part of the railway will 
be finished in the stipulated five years. At 
present very little has been done, but when 

éngtze is reached. Yiinnanfu will ace the first 
train a few months later, 

The Namti embankments had also piven 
way when I wont to Ménetze, and I had 
therefore to go up the Red River to Mantao ; 
this was s(ill the regular route, though 
I hear that peuple now go wa the Namti 
in five or six days. It often takes as many 
weeks to Mantao owing to the rapids, which 
necessitate slow poling most of the way. 
Méngtze is quite a big “port” now. The 
foreign residents are, however, mostly French 
and Italian. There isa small club, the Cercle 
du Commerce, with a billiard table and teunis 
court. This is an advantage over Ytinnanfu, 
but the latter towo is in other respects far nicer, 
the climate being delicious. The railway people 
in Yiinnanfu have their quarters outside the 
Fast gate and the station is in course of 
construction south of the city, where the future 
Settlement is going to be—an unfortunate place, 
as itis often under water in tho raioy season. 
All other residents liva inside the walls, that 
is, the British and French Consuls. The 
latter has an assistant and an officer of the 
“ Garde L’Indo Chine” attached to the Consul- 
ate. Then there is tha U.I.M., represented by 
three men (one married) and the Bible Scciety, 
represented by Bf{r. Amundsen, a Norwegisn. 
‘There is also u French doctor, an instiuctenr, 
and a postmaster. The doctor is very Lusy, | 
as medical advice is given freo to all Chines:, | 
and the school is also run on practically the | 
same lines, all part of the Freach policy ia 
Yunnan. The British Consul, Mr. Wilkiaoson, 
has bought ground outside the north gata 
for a new Consulate, away from the city 
and the future Settlement as well. The 
spot chosen is, however, very fine.

The project has been evolyed by Lim Dat, 
head of the big company of Gim Fook Yuen, a 
firm of Chinese merchants, whose main business 
aeat-raes is that of conducting a guneral store and rica 
correspondent at) inills, bat whos3 enterprise has led them to 
branch oat into various other lines, all of which 
seem to have proved remunerative, Lim Dat 
is a fair type of the Chinaman who, coming to 
this province with little capital but with business 
acumen, has acquired wealth with such rapidity 
as to excite the envy of his less thrifty Caucasian 
neighbours. The second generation of the huuse 
of Lim pr. mises to carry on the parental 
shrewdness, for the two roos, Lim Bang and 
Lim Yat, although less than twenty y-ars of 
age, areamong the shrewdest of the tradesmen 
in the Chinese quarter. They are not exolu- 
sively commercial in their instincts, either, for 
the last named, but a few months ago, ap- 
proached Col. Holmes, D. O. C. of the district, 
and asked permission to organize a Chinese 
cadet corps, along approved military lines. 

Lim Dat has maintained for some time a 
house in one of the Chinese cities, but the 
opportunity for an enterprise like the one now 
under way did not ocour until a year ago, when 
the Chinese government revoked their railway 
policy and adopted one which reserves for iis 
own people the right to form companies to carry 
on public works. Previously the government 
granted these concessions to foreigners, but this 
policy has not only’ been abroga‘ed, but they 
have actually bought back from a United States 
firm which acquired a charter to connect by rail 
the provinces of Canton and Hooghow, a dis- 
tance of about 500 miles. ‘The government are 
said to have spent several million dollars to 
redeem this charter, and to indemnify the 
‘holders, who had probably not spent more than

For several yoars past there have been 
Japanese adronturers exploiting the people ‘of 
this reyion, ‘These men come into a neigh- 
bourhood that seoms to be ripe for their schemes, 
by reason of clan or village quarrels, and they 
gise out that they are starting a Japanese 
Church. ‘hey may rent a house, or they may 
not. No church ssrvices are held ; no instruc. 
tion is given, thouch the “ Church " is supposed 
to be Buddhist. They charge an admissioa or 
enrolment fee, ususliy one dollar; and give a 
receipt, which is supposed to protect the re- 
cipient from all trouble with his neighbours’ 
other yamén. It is needless to say that the 
organisation is purely political, ‘These 
Japauese tramps, for they are peripatetic, 
take in as many fees as they can, take 
up whatever lawsuits their ‘ members‘ 
may have, get out of it what money they can, 
and then move on to‘ pastures new’ when the 
grass gets short. They have given tho local 
magistrates much trouble, and the maudarins 
have complained to the higher authorities, but 
at last accouuts they are still pursuing the same 
methods. ‘he Japaness Government should put 
a stop to this kind of work by their nationals.

With these facis before them it has 
been a difficult matter for your Directors to 
determine what would be a safe sum to expend 
on increased godown accommodation, aud after 
mature coasideration a building programme bas 
been sanctioned, entailing an expenditure of close 
on five lacs of taels. To provide the necessary 
fucds the general agents trust that there will

time when the mail service to China was not 


carried on by ships of 8,00) tons, but ships of 
less than 800 tons, which was about the average 
size of the vessels engaged in the ma'l service 
towards China when te wai a youngater.. 
Looking back to that time, ha remirkel 
recently, one cannot help feeling some 
amount of envy regardiug the rates of 
freight and rates of passage money which 
wers paid in thosadays. The rates of freight 
from Chinaon silk, for in-tauce, amounted to 
£24 a ton. Opium was carried from India to. 
China at about £18 a ton, and silver was carried 
at the low rate of 24 per cant. between London 
and Hongkong (laughter). It is withia my 
recollection that on one occasion I loaled 6 
small vessel of 650 tons with «a freight whioh 
eatped the P. & O. Company £30,0J0. It is 
another reminiscence of thy same pariud that [ 
have knowh a P. & O. cuiptain come and pro- 
test against his ship being chiefly loaded with ~ 
silver freight. Tne passage money was on a 
par with the freight in those days. You could 
not be conveyed from Londoo to Hongkong 
for less than £15', and, at the then rate of 
exchange, the pissage money homo was 6J0 
tiels, or £200 sterling. I am afraid we ehall 
never see those days again. I hope that half 
a century hence the chiirman of the P. & O. 
Company will be able to spank of a 
new Jevanhs which will be treble the 
rize of the ship on board of which we are to-day, 
I recollect that at the time of which I have 
been speaking the mails were not so punctual 
in arriving at Hongkong as they are to-day. 
A delay of a day or two or three days was looked 
upon ada perfeatly natural thing, aad a delay 
of even a week sometim:s happmed. Now, 
however, all that is changed. 


A CHINESE TRAIN DE LUXE, 
The Hankiw Daily News of March 24th 


says:—On Thursday afternoon a very interest. 
ing trial of the “ [raia de Lure” which is 
intended to ran between Peking and Hankow 
and vice versa on the Lu-Han Railway, took 
place. A number of visitors were invited aad 
tue trial was made with the most satisfactory 
cesults. The distance run was from the ten 
kilometre station to Hankow; the airbrakes were ~ 
tested several times and acied splendidly. The 
train was composed of engine, a twenty ton goods 
car, fully loaded, a third-olass Chinese opea car, 
a luggage van and sle-ping car, a dining car, 
tivo first-class sleeping cars, a luggige van and 
postal car combined, a third-o'ass carriage and 
a twenty ton goods truck. The sleeping 
arrangements on both the first and second-class 
carriages differ from the American Pullman car 
system, and much resemble, in ‘arrangements, 
those on the Trans-Siberian ailway, 
Each compartment is fitted with four bunks 
or beds, the upper bunks, however, can be 
taken down and the compartment made in- 
to one or two. The cars are comfort. 
ably and substantially made, aod with a well- 
appointed dining car attached to the train, 
assengers travelling between Hankow and 
Peking will enjoy every luxury. There is 
electric light in the first-class carriages and 
the diniog oir.. In fact the whole train is 
fitted out in-first-class Eaxopsan style. 
The train ‘was intended to leave Hankow for 
Peking yesterday empty and after tho in. 
spection by the Chioeso officials therg:
